— Ojie government 
bill was passed by tho House of Com- 
mons today and considerable progrcs.s 
made In supply. Tho bill was tlio 
amendment to the Chinese Immlgratiou 
code. The supply-^igranted was $470,- 
000 for ; miscellaneous" ptibUo works. 

The amenameht i'o' the Chinese im- 
migration bill makes it possible for 
Chinese students only after a year's 
attendance at an approved oducatiunal 
Institution in this country, to obtain 
reimbursement of the $500 head tax 
exacted from them on entry to Canada. 

The institution attended must bo an 
university or similar seat of learning, 
a high school not being sufficient. The 
student must also have been a bona 
fide student in China before /.coming 
to Canada in order to comply. 'wlthithe 
nev/ conditions. 

On motion for committee of supply, 
J. E. Armstrong, Conservative member 
for Lambton East, criticized the ad- 
ministration of tho Indian department, 
which he said v.'as careless and ex- 
travagant. The government had sold 
620,000 acres of Indian lands in tlie past 
year, some of It at 10 and 15 cents an 
acre, and islands at $1 a piece. Tho 
expenditures had alsoUargely.lnoreased.

Houston, Tex., Juno 22, — ^During last 
night nlno negroes met death at tho 
hands of. a mob In.'ltoe. vAclnlitly of 
Hemphill. Today bofh , races secured 
arms, and the tension Is no great to- 
night that a clash seoma imminent. 

The dead: Jerry Evans, aged 22; 
Will Johnson, aged 24; George Shell- 
man, aged 2'1; Cleveland Williams, aged 
27; Wllllarn Manuel, aged ,25 ;• -Frank 
Williams, aged 22; two unknown men ; 
William McCoy. 

All the dead arc negroes. Lynching 
followed tho killing of two white men 
by negroes. Two weeks ago Hugh 
Dean and. several whlto men passed a 
negro church and schoolhouse whore a 
dance was In progress, probably in 
quest of liquor, !'; being the custom of 
SQpie of the negroes to . sell whiskey 
during th'S progress of such affairs 
During , the, evening Dean was killed, 
iiind .'six aegrocs .were held for the kill- 
ing, ' At, tbo ^preliminary examination 
the evidoiidejtendeditoj'show that a plot 
was fome'a-al''the'jdaiice to kill Dean. 

On' Satiirday last Aaron Johnson, a 
prominent farmer, was assassinated 
while seated with his wlfo and child, a 
bullet being fired through a window. 
For this crime Sherry Price, a negro, 
was arrested, who implicated Robert 
Wright, a relative of ona of the negroes 
held for Dean's murder. Price declared 
he was offered $0 to kill Johnson. 

Then ollowed tho forming of tho mob, 
tho overpowering of tho jailer at Hemp- 
hill and tho lynching of the six negroes 
held for the murder of Dean. Flvo 
wero hinged to tho same tree, while 
another attempted to. .escape and was 
shot to death later 'in ."the night. Wil- 
liam McCoy, another negro,,, was shot 
and killed, while standing/at. the ^gaVc 
of the ■ Johnson ' home, andf^tfafsllttiprn- 
Ing' the bodies 'Of two . rabre^neg^oes 
were found in tho creek bottom. 

Price, tho negro who confessed to tho 
killing of Johnson, and Wright, the 
man,he Implicated, were taken to Beau- 
mo)U for gafekoeplng under guard of 
the militia company of San Augustine. 

Sabine county la situated in tho most 
remote part of the eastern section of 
the state, with a lack of railroad and 
telegraphic facilities.

FLAMES SPREAD RAPIDLY 



A Thousand People Are Left' 
Homeless and Heavy Loss , 
. is Caused — ! 



ThropjBlvers, 'Que., June- 22.— Al- 
most one' thousand, people are' home- 
less and more than a million dollars' 
worth of damage was donp by a fire 
which broke out here shortly after 
noon today. 

The heart of the old city has been 
wiped out of existence, and for half a 
mllo square the business pt'i tlon only 
blackened ruins remain, with a few 
gaunt chimneys standing Intact, whllo 
furniture saved from the doomed 
buildings is piled up in the public 
square. 

Fanned by a strong .southwost "Alnd 
the flro had In one hour's time devol- 
o-tjed into a sea 'tf flame, which 
tho local flro brigade of six rr.P;-.-i, nr.- 
slsted by volunteers, had to cojio. un- 
til after three o'clock when the first 
outside contingent from Gr-and Mere 
arrived. Though the doomed district 
presented a vast scsne of wild eon- 
fusion there was no loss of life. 

Five banks and 0I-3V011 hotels wero 
burned to the ground in the pathway 
of tho conflagration. Nor was that .ill 
for the old Parish Church of Threo 
Rivers, originally built In 1664 and re- 
built in 1874, Is altogether destroyed, 
except for the walls, which are.. still 
standing.. Near the church -the cusr 
torn house Is also'fn ruln'b,^' Tho latter 
building .is;, also a historic one; belnfe 
used Vjni/a/.'barracks : in the early co- 
lonial: days. ' : 

The convent was saved. Buildings j 
all around the Anglican ch -arch wero,

The principal buildings that foil a' 
prey to the flames -were tho Bell 
Telephone Co., tho Great Northwest- 
ern, Dominion and Canadian Express 
buildings and the main banking 
buildings, Including tho Hocholaga, 
Quebec and Eroylncial. The postofflca

One of the greaitest scenes of coni 
fusion In any building was presented 
Inside the jail, which was .in the 
burning area, but though menaced to 
the last it was finally saved.

Tho nocesalty that aomo more ef- 
licaclous steps should^b'& taken to 
sweep tho city streets, particularly 
those In tho business portion of the 
city once more came before tho at- 
tention of tho city council last ■even- 
ing when Mayor Hall suggested that 
It would make, a great Improvement 
In the appearance of the streets 
on Sunday, it it could be arranged, 
to have them swept late on Saturday 
night and tho topic once Introduced 
brought forth from the majority of 
the aldermen the remark that some- 
thing more adequate should bo done 
to keep down the dust nuisance. 

Mayor Hall referred to the dirty 
condition of Government street and 
other downtown thoroughfares last 
Sunday when on nearly every .street a 
litter of dirt, papers and refuse was 
being swept along much, to.^ tho als- 
comfort o£ tho public andigiving visit- 
ors to tho city a poor, idea of Victoi-ia 
as a city of cleanliness. If It could bu 
arranged. to i have these streets swept 
late on Saturday night it would be a 
great Improvement. He stated that 
ho had Instructed tho chief of police 
to put an end to tho practice followed 
by many of the merchants of throw- 
ing their sweepings from their places 
ot business on to the street, referring 
to the suggestion made In the Colon- 
ist that If receptacles were put along 
tho streets in wiilch the dirt and re- 
fuse could be deposited, a great Im- 
provement would result.

More Men on the Work 

Aid. Henderson stated that he had 
spoken to the street superintendent 
and Instructed him to keep the down- 
town streets properly dean evpn If it 
should prove necessary to. put oa a few 
extra men, and from now on he was 
sure tho streets would be kept in pro- 
per condition. Complaints had been 
made about the very dusty condition 
ot the road to the outer wharf. There 
was little use sprinkling such a road 
ns tho dust Is so deep that It .would 
have little or no effect. Tho scraper 
will be put on the road .and the dust 
removed. He was aware that many 
of the streets In the residential sec- 
tions were in bad shap6;,ita'ut;'lt was 
almost useless to sprinkle them.^ Each 
driver of the sprinkling carts knows 
his roii'te-and If bo does his work his 
route cftn'' be' covered adetiuatoly, but 
there could be no soldiering about it. 

Aid. Cameron declared that coslder- 
Ihg there is the electric sprinkler and 
tho three horse sprinklers the service 
given is very poor. 

Aid. Henderson, apropos of dust re- 
ceptacles, declared that it Is ■ about 
time that those having blcvclo racks 
on the sidewalks should be instructed 
to remove them. They were, he clalm- 
od, a nuisance and served.no good pur- 
pose. Better to have tliern^replaced by 
dust boxes . 

.'Ex-Ald. Hanna's Suggcntion 
■Tn'cbnnectlon with the better sprink- 
ling of streets a letter from ex-Ald. 
aan^a,wa§/.eftd;'a,jgilc,hjl)ej^^ 
that.nthfei,Sfy?»!gWmafte'a:fepecial ef- 
fort to have tho causeway and the 
roadway leading to both wharves 
sprinkled so that when the crowds 
from the other side arrive here the dis- 
graceful clouds of dirt and dust will 
not be experienced. Not only should 
this be done ever.v day but also, ex- 
Ald. Hanna believes, on Sunday, and 
ho added, In parenthesis, provided the 
Rev. Mr. Gladstone does not object. 
Tho writer will be informed that the 
matter is being attended to. 

Mayor Hall also suggested that the 
water commissioner should be In- 
structed to ascertain for what amount 
a diamond drill can be secured, as in 
case the city wishes to make tests 
along the route of the proposed tun- 
nel to, Sooke. lake, such a pi,ece of me- 
chanism ' will bS required. The city 
will have to secure all necessary in- 
formation before It again goes to the 
legislature, and It the government will 
not grant the' request of the city with 
regard to Goldstream the city will re- 
quire to make tho tests to ascertain 
tho exact nature of the ground through 
which tho tunnel will have to go. He 
thought that some arrangement could 
be made with tho Esqulmalt Water- 
works company for permission to en- 
ter upon Its hnldlngs when this work 
was being done. The water commis- 
sioner will be asked to secure the ne- 
cessary Information. 

Plant Worked to Limit. 

AVhlle the city electrician has on 
more tlian one occasion brought to 
'he attention of tlie council the fact 
that the present city electrici lighting 
plant has reached, its limit in the way 
of supplying power to the street lights, 
the matter was once again brought up 
last night by Aid. Mablc, who stated 
that the plant is being worked at 
present beyond Its limit, to a point 
where it is becoming dangerous from 
fear of o. break down. lie thought 
the matter should be attended to at 
once. The contract for the trans- 
formers, fifty arc lights and cut-offs 
was awarded to the Canadian General 
F.lectrlc company, whoso tender of 
S3, 000 -ivas tho only one received. 

.Should tho members of the council 
personally respond to the severnl in 
vitations extended to them they will 
be keijt fairly busy. The Sisters of 
St. Ann e.Mtonded an Invitation to he 
present at the ceremonies to he hold 
In connection with tho Golden anni- 
versary of tho founding of .gt. Ann's 
convent here 'on Juine 26;- 27 and 2s, 
The commemorative exercises \vill 
bo held on Friday .•night. It was tho 
opinion of tho council that that body 
should bo propefly' represented and 
the invitation was accepted with 
thanlfs UK were al.^o tho Invitations 
extended by tho civic bodies of Lady- 
smith for tho Dominion Day celebra- 
tion there and of Port Angeles .where 
special Fourth of July ceremonies will 
be held. 

Against Shingle Roofs 
Aid. Fullerton Introduced a motion 
to the effect that the lire marshal, 
that Is Chief Watson, should make n 
report on all buildings having shingle 
roofs lying within tho nro limits, 
their iocation and. the names of their 
owners. This will be done. Ho 
iitatea that at the time of the lire In 
the HIbben ' block" on. Government 
street ho had been surprised ■ to see 
the great number of bMlldlngs in the 
buslne.'ss section which had shingle 
roofs. These buildings wero valuable 
ones and contained valuable property 
and he was surprised to think that 
tho owners had not put fireproof 
roofs on their buildings. Ho thought 
tho council had a right to make own- 
ers put some better class of roof on 
their property and it should 'be done 
at onco. 

Aid. Alablo also suggested that

V tUg Inexcusable waste o£ time In the 

' ;^;4onauct of tWe , : buslness'.ol the pomln-.; 
Wn Parliament Is ' c'ertaln ' to ' ho rro- 
fluctlve of mischief. While neither po- 
liilcal party Is free from respoiisibllUy 
in the premises, the chief fault lies 
with the Kovernmient, for It Is Idle to 
claim that, If the administration of af- 
fairs had been what it ousht to have 
boon, tho Opposition would luive darotl 
to occupy so much time as they have 
In dilatory tactics, arid lu criticisms 
of mlnister.s and their work. It Is a fact 

, that vory little of tho work of tlie ses- 
sion has been in connection wllU mat- 
ters of leKlslalion.

Sessions of sucii leiitftli ahnost 
preclude tho entrance of the right kind 
of people,;lnto;'i)UbUa A represen- 
tative from British Columbia has prao- 
tlcally to give up his private business, 
unless lie is fortunate enough to bo so 
situated that his private affairs can 
take care .of themselves with a mini- 
mum of personal supervision. There is 
not a British Columbia mem- 
ber of the House of Com- 
./ mens who is not financially 
poorer because of his occuiiylnff a .'^eat 
in that body, that is if lie does not use 

. > hiS' publlis position , to his private ad- 
' vantage, arid the province has no desire 
to be represented by people, of whom 
that is true. 1'lie .same remark liolds 
good of all the AVestern niembers. 
■f;-There Is not a man rof them who could 

' not ' make more rrioriey than his scs- 
sional allow;mce by remaining at lionie, 
or If any of them could not, tlieii It \t> 
ciuestionablo If they are of the class 
:tha.t';oiight. to represent the province.

The Illustrated. London News does 
not expect to be.iaken ,very seriously la 
Its discussion of public questions, and 
It Is not a periodical to wlilch one 
looks for an expression of i)ul.)lle opin- 
ion or for a lead on public questions. 
Yet underneath . the persiflage"' with 
which Mr. Chesterton fills one of Its 
j)agc.«, there arc frequently solid ideas 
calculated to set one thinking, and none 
■ the less because they are advanced In a 
jifgillght-handed way. 6ne. needs , to Iiave 
\V,!'?!hls convictions pretty well grounded to 
''•''■ bo able to treat them aCler Mr. Clies- 
^k';^'iprton'o style He recently devoted a 
'f'ijngo to tho discussioii of Knipire Day, 
■■ .and said some things which are well 
' worth passing comment. lie docs not 
take very kindly to Empire Da^^ lie 
does not see any jmrtlcular reason for 
the observnnco of such a day in Kng- 
lund, and he speaks of the Canadian orl- 
ttin of tho observance as though that 
of Itself were a reason why it should 
rocolvo llttlo attention in tlio MoHiei- 
Country. Ho tolls us that Ihc l^nglLMii 
'people are .shy, and for that rea.son I'ctel 
liko for;ls when thoy aro asked to .sa- 
lu-.o u fJug or exhibit enthusiasm over 
the Empire. Indeed wo probably do iiot 
do Mr. Chesterton any Injustice' when 
we Bt*y that" ho does not appear ^9 quilo 



appreciate what is meant by. the word 
Empire. We concede the existence o^ 
the feeling that ho defines aV3 shyness, 
although we do not know that the dei:- 
iiiltlon is accurate. Many Canadians 
havo the same feeling. Thoy consider 
Viiemsejves '>' no -more. canodj;Upori.;'.ito. 
make 'an'' Y)utward exhibition 'bf' their 
loyalty tlia'n to ndvertlso their personal 
respectability. Tliere are some tilings 
which they think ought to bo taken 
for granted. In tho United States an 
aggressive demonstration of patriotism 
Is considered quite the correct thing. 
If tho President should mount a plat- 
form an(l wave the Stars and Stripes 
/;there~;^wou^,|bo .fc,consen^^^ 
ifroin iSaine I'b California 'that' lio hhid 
dono something that was eminently 
correct. If the Governor-General 
should do the same thing with the 
XTnion -Jack there would be an Im- 
i)re8ston'"from Halifax to Victoria that 
lie was making more or loss of an ass 
of himself. British patriotism does not 
need the whip and .-jpur. Therefore we 
find no difficulty !n appreciating Mr. 
Chesterton's point of view. But there 
Is another aspect 'if tho case which he 
does not appear to have seen, and we 
shall endeavor to make it apparent. 

In. Canada the .birthday of Queen 
Victoria was observed as a public holi- 
day. AVheri British regiments wore 
quartered here they usually paraded 
on that day and went through an ap- 
propriate ceremony; but as' a rule It 
was chiefly obser\'cd as a day of rocro- 
aVion, although somo cities, and Vic- 
toria was one of them, made it the oc- 
casion of a series of public events, such 
as regattas and the like. There was 
no special demonstration of loyalty 
or iiatrlotism or whatever else you may 
choose to call it, except that some times 
a royal salute was flrod at noon and 
a band played the National Anthem. 
"When tho Queen died there was a gen- 
eral feeling that tho holiday, wiilch had 
been observed for three score years, 
ouglit to bo continued, and il was 
declared a holiday by parliamentary 
enactment and was called "Victoria 
Day." It Is rarely observed nov.' ex- 
cept as a day for an outing, with -'^ueh 
public sports as seem appropriate. 
"Empire Day" is not a holiday in Can- 
ada. It is the last school day before 
Victoria Djiy, and the solipol exorcises 
are devoted to tbo Inculcation" of such 
facts and ideas as arc calculated to lead 
school children to appreciate the mag- 
nitudo of the ISmplro, the glory of the 
Byrltlsh, name and a sense of their 
duties as future citizens. We venture 
to think tliat even so pronounced an 
iconoclast as Mr. Chesterton will ad- 
mit that this Is a line of teaching that 
riilght ba follpwod with advantage anj^-; 
where withiri the Empire, if flags aire 
flown on that day It Is simply because 
tlioso hoisting them wish to add to tlic 
prestige of the occasion In the minds 
of scKool ehlldren. This Is the Cnjn- 
adlan idea of Empire Day, and wo ven- 
ture to think that Sir. Chesterton will 
concede that it may not bo wholly un- 
worthy of Imitation in the United 
I^Ingdom. 

As to the Kinplre itself, the Colonist 
lias on former occasions expressed it- 
self as to the jierfervld entliuslasm of 
those well-meaning people who, having 
suddenly discovered that during -sev- 
eral centuries the British people had 
been creating a great and unprece- 
dented political fabric, became inspired 
with tho conviction that something 
ougliC to be done before night to pre- 
vent It from going to pieces. At the 
same time we have not been unmindful 
of tho fact that for weal or woe an 
Kmplrc baa been brought into being. 
To U.SO the words of President Cleve- 
land, it is a condition, not a- theory, 
that confronts us. The thing which 
we call an Empire Is something which 
lias been slowly evolved "from prece- 
dent to proc(;dent," and the problems 
which it will present in the future 
cannot be solved wisely unless those 
who have to solve them possess an In- 
telligent comprehension of the varied 
interests involved. l'"rom tho Canadian 
point of view it Is necessary therefore 
to Instruct the growing generation In 
the facts relating to the Empire, In an 
aiii)i-(-ciatlon of what the British name 
li;iK stood for in tlu; past and the ob- 
ligations resulting from those things. 
^Ve venture to think that even the boys 
and girls of the United Kingdom might 
be inatructcd along these lines with ad- 
\-:intage to themselves and their coun- 
try.

It Is to be nssunicd 
that tho general will be put in posses- 
sion of ail details during lil.s visit 
here. 

Tho city of Victoria lias talcen a 
preat deal of pride In the Fifth He- 
glment, and It has been the pleasing 
duly of the Colonist on many occa- 
•sions to aid tho .-ipirlted gentlemen, 
who aro or have been at the liead of 
It in stimulating such an Interest In 
the orgnnlsiatlon a.i would lead to Its 
memliorshlp being kept up and to cni- 
liloyers reeogniKing their duty to afford 
their empioyeos all reasonable faciil- 
ile.i-- to attend to tho duties devolving 
upon a citizen soldiery. It has therc- 
foro been with a good deal of regret 
that wo have ob.served what sceinod 
to bo a lack of appreciation on the 
part of thf) Department of Jlliltla of 
tho things necessary to be dono to pro- 
mote tho cfllclency of a corps. ^Tlicro 
has never been any suggestion of poll-j.

.^fter long delay the provisions of 
the Coasting law liavo been put In 
force against United States vessehi 
plying on the western coast of Can- 
ada. There has been no reciprocity In 
this matter. Some years a.ijo, when 
tliere was a .scarcity of tonnage and 
every one wanted every steamer inly- 
ing to Skagway to call at British Co- 
lumbia ports, tho government sus- 
pended the operation of the law so ns 
to purnilt such calls to be made. No 
quid pro quo was asked from tlio 
United States gpvcrnment, and none 
-^vas volunteered, which was not at all 
surprising. For S(.'veral years there 
lias been an agitation for a return to 
tlie provisions of the law, so that 
United States vessels would havo no 
greater advantage in. our coasting 
trade than our vessels haVe In theirs, 
and this has been brought about at 
last. 



Somo representations havo licen 
made to the Colonist In regard to the 
site chosen for the Nurses^ Home at 
the Royal Jubilee, hospital. As. a rule 
we do not interfere with the manner 
In which the Directors of that admir- 
able Institution carry on their work, 
and even now we aro making no ob- 
jection.

, ■ The death of "Blind Tom" has been 
■ announced, many times previously, biit 
It appears that the famous colored 
piano player as a matter of fact only 
departed this life just the other day at 
^Hbboken. Durjrigf the last few years 
■'■'he appeared frequently in vaudeville in 
New York. A press correspondent 
gives the following brief sketch of his 
'• extremely Interesting career: 

"Blind Tom" was born near Colum- 
bus, Ga., May l o, 1849, his parents being 
slaves and of pure negro blood. At an 
early ago ho developed his'., wonderful 
gift, and as a boy pianist '.9ie';-tbured 
this country, and will bo remembered 
. by many elderly.'irteii;and V?pmt6n today 
as a sensation of two continenta. While 
J ho was always known as "Blind Tom," 
;jh'e was never totally blind, and could 
:^:aJways distinguish between light and 
' dark. Mentally, he was never, much 
better than an Imbecile, and those who 
saw him on his first concert tours, near- 
ly a half century ago, will remember 
that he would always stand up from 
the piano and clap his hands with the 

■ audience, wliich was applauding his re- 
markable skill. This was a trick which 
lie retained as long as he appeared in 
public. Early in life he developed the 
ability to reproduce on a piano any 
music that lio ever heard. His case at- 
tracted N.hc attention of scientists us 
well as musicians, and he made several 
fortunes for his managers. 

Sir Robert' Hart, who was inspector- 
general of customs in China from 1863 
until a year or so ago, has arrived in 
England on leave and is just now tlio 
most interviewed man In that country. 
Sir Robert speaks enthusiastically of 
tho old Dowager Empress, who convrols 
tho destinies of the Chinese Empire 
Wo quote from a special London cable 
dispatch: 

She is very intelligent and able and 
has magnetic power over all officials 
Her voice is beautiful and musical like 
the voice of a young girl instead of a 

' woman of 74. There has been talk of 
her relinquishing the reins of Govern- 
ment, bufl do not think that Is likely 
to happen. The Emperor shows great 
ability In adapting himself to the situ- 
ation. He has a keen, intelligent face, 
though many think otherwise. Jaljan, 
said Sir Robert, has taken such a jiusl- 
tlon In the world that she will \n-oh- 
ably bo the leading power In the East. 
China lias been very much Impressed l)y 
this and Is anxious to be as well organ- 
ized as Ja|)au. IJoth China and Japan 
win bo competing very succes.sfully 
witii the rest of tlie world In conuner- 
clal matters. Both will be In a butter 
position for their own defence from 
tho "Western attacks than before. .Sir 
Robert, In discussing tho talk of antl- 

; foreign fellng-. In China, said ."There Is 
no such thJn^asantl-forelgn iEeellng In 

. China." - 

Commenting on a recent address by 
Governor Hughes on tho subject of 

• local self-government, the New York 

• Journal of Commerco intikes these 
thoughtful 'and pertinent observations: 

The governor- , said, truly onoijgh, 
that tho success of democratic govern- 
ment depends upon th6 appreciation 
by tho Individual of his responsibility 
for the welfare of tho community In 
which ho lives and upon tho nulckon- 
Ing of hl.5 interest in the conduct of 
Us affairs, and that tho city should bo 
a "school of statesmanship" for the 
larger Hold of government. This Is all 
true, but It Is somewhat hackneyed. 
It has l)oeh "reiterated many times' by 
advocates of local self-government, but 
the means nf stimulating the people 
to a proper sense of rcsponijlblllty and 
to lustalned action seems yet to bo 
fcund. The basis of local self-govorn- 
mont Is tho character of the.p'eople to 
be governed,.,and .-. they:^>are 'usually 
, trudtod -wlth'^all:' ttif) pojver they will, 
use to the benefit of the' community 
and are deprived only of that which 
they have abused or noglcelod. The 
problem Is to get that .<ihnplo frame of 
government which will Induce the peo- 
ple to take the trouble to nilo their 
own affairs Instead of letting them fall 
Into tho hands of seldsh and corrupt 
"bosses,"

One of the specialties of Cawdor Castle 
Is the apartment known as "King Dun- 
can's Chamber," in wlilch Macbeth's 
victim's silver skin was "laced wltli his 
golden blood.". The room Is now shorn 
of its greatest treasure, namely, tho 
bed on which Duncan was lying asleep 
when he was murdered. The article of 
furniture was destroyed by fire in 1815; 
but' in Its place is a comfortable and 
harmless-looking four-poster, in whlcli 
any guest of Earl Cawdor who cares 
for the experience may spend a nlglit. 
However, the possibility of a visit from 
tho ghost of Lady Macbeth, with a 
torch In one hand and a dagger in the 
other. Is suBIclent to detec^Earl Caw- 
dor's friends from the raslf'experlmont. 
Cawdor Castle was built In the reign of 
James II. William, tho sixth Earl of 
Cawdor, was very "chummy" with 
James, and ono day the latter sent for 
his friend and said: "Look here. Thane, 
you can build a castle if you like. Set 
It up on any 'valuable freehold building 
plot,' as the agents say, and call it 
Cawdor Castle." That same night Thane 
William was directed by a dream to 
load an ass with gold, turn it loose, and 
to build his castle on the spot where 
the animal stopped to rest. The ass 
halted beneath a spreading hawthorn 
free, round which the castle was ac- 
cordingly erected, and th^ venerable 
trunk is still to be seen in tho dungeon 
of the tower, though much chipped by 
collectors of relics. Kear to the tree is 
the old Iron-bound treasure chest, 
which contained the gold loaded on tho 
donkey's back; but it no longer bolus 
the bullion; there are too many relic- 
hunters'about in tliese days.

I The ^ Standard . says : : Mr. ' Kelr 
Hardle deUberately set^hlmself to in- 
flame tho . dtacussiori on the King's 
visit to the Russian court by heaping 
Insults on tho Tsar and refusing to 
withdraw expressions which tho chair- 
man had ruled to bo unparliamentary. 
Fired by this noble example In turbul- 
ence, Mr. "Victor Grayson got up to 
speak also. It would be unfair to 
dismiss this indecent scene without 
bearing witness to the admirable and 
statesmanlike bearing oi: Sir Edward 
Grey. In spite of malignant and un- 
founded inslnuatlons,-he' took upon the 
government full reaBPnslbillty for the 
King's action, and annguiioed that If 
the policy were censured by tho House 
he would fall with It. But ho did mora 
than this. Ho patiently set out the 
reasons for the Royal Journey to Re- 
val, and showed that it was an ap- 
propriate aeciuel to the Anglo-Russian 
Convention in regard to Asia. The 
Labor Party declaim against tho hor- 
rors of warfare, yet are exerting 
tliomsclves to .spoil an arrangement 
whlcli has no other aim than to pre- 
serve the peace of tho two continents. 
In what sort of spirit could tho Rus- 
sian government be expected to inter- 
pret its treaty obUgatioris 11! tho House 
of Commons had decided to put an 
insult on the Tsar, and, wo may add, 
upon his people? 

• There Is no individual (says tho 
Dally Express) who causes so much 
annoyance and strife amout; ills fellows 
as tiie self-appointed censor of man- 
ners who continually Interferes with 
his neighbor's business. Similarly 
there is no politician who provokes so 
much international irritation as the 
man v.'lio takes upon himself to criti- 
cise tho Internal affairs of otlier na- 
tions, and to offer unsoUcIled and im- 
pertinent advlco as to., the way they 
should go. Mr. ICelr Hardle glibly In- 
tcrferea. with the ^Interhal affairs of 
British, colonics,, and •yesterday ho and 
his party : demonstrated .in the House of 
Commons against the King's forthcom- 
ing-visit to the -Tsar because the g«v- 
ernment -Jof Russia f^oes not coincide 
with their peculiar political views. 
Russia Is passing through a stormy 
time. of transition, old things are pas- 
sing away, and all things are becoming 
new. Such cliang-cs are not made eas- 
ily, and they will not be hastened by 
the impcrtinuiit Inlorfcrcnce of ill-in- 
formed foreign demagogues. 

If the working-men of Great Britain 
were backing Mr. O'Grady and Mr, Kelr 
Hardle In tills matter the prospects of 
this country (in tho opinion of the 
Morning Post) would be dark Indeed. 
Excommunicate Russia and you will 
alienate the sympathies of France, 
which have lately been so clearly re- 
vealed. You win estrange the peoples 
of Austria-Hungary, who are devoted 
to their Emperor; the Italians, who 
as they have a constitutional nionareliy, 
will resent your dictating to other na- 
tions liow they are to govern them- 
selves; and the Germans, who will sup- 
pose that you wish to foment In Russia 
a violent revolution which would dis- 
turb their own country. Mr. O'Grady 
and Mr. Kelr Hardle are perhaps con- 
sistent, but a consistency made of rigid 
logic is not a good guide In the affairs 
of men. Tliey are zealous, but a zealot 
Is not a good representative of thosQ 
who, in the struggle of a worker's Ufo 
for- the .meansiof-'jSMbsistence; hayo 
learned to bear ope another's burdens. 

The Morning Post says:— In their ef- 
forts to seize as large a share as pos- 
sible of the seaborne trafnc, foreign 
vessels receive powerful support from 
their governmets in the form of sub- 
sidies and bounties, which enable them 
in tile stress of competition or in tho 
work of opening up a new service to 
be run at a loss for the time being. 
Left without assistance from the na- 
tion to face this St.ate-alded competi- 
tion, English shipping may seem to 
have held Its own wltli remarkable suc- 
cess. But It appears to have done so 
In many cases only by methods that 
threaten Its existence, that Impair its 
value, and that spell deprivation, mis- 
ery, and terrible danger to the men 
who man tho vessels. The conditions of 
life for the sailors ara such as to dis 
courage Englishmen from adopting a 
seafaring career. This country's mer- 
cantile marine Is suffering from many 
evils and weaknesses, and they are to 
be ascribed to tlie indifference shown 
by the nation to its shipping trade, to 
the lack of sympatliy in regard to tho 
men engaged In it, to unnecessary bur- 
dens laid on shipowners, and above all, 
to the attitude of mind which exalts 
primary cheapness Into a fetish, and 
views without concern the sfrugglc of 
Great Britain's greatest and most vital 
Industry against unfair competition. 

The Dally Chronicle .«ays:— The at 
tempt to assassinate Major Dreyfus 
haturitly caused - a - great sensation. It 
should not, however,- be allowed to dl 
vert attention^ frotn' the signlflcance of 
a memorable occasion. It was to Zola 
mors than to any other man that Drey- 
fus owed his freedom, and in the inter- 
ment of the author of "J'accuse" at the 
Pantheon the French people have 
sought to pay lio'muge to the spirit of 
truth and justice. Thus has good come 
out of evil, and what at one time 
threatened to bo remembered only as a 
disgrace to be commemorated among 
tho glorious incidents in the national 
life. Wo rejoice that the bullet which 
penetrated Major Dreyfus's arm has 
inflicted no very serlou.s wound. It Is 
the last shot of a defeated cause, and It 
naturally caused a great sensation. It 
was aimed at tho glory of tho French 
nation, 

Tho proceedings of tho Court of 
Criminal Appeal aro day by day (says 
tho Dally Mall) justifying those who 
pleaded for Its institution, and confut- 
ing the distinguished authorities who 
orjBinally opposed It. A man yesterday 
ai^pealed against a sentence of fifteen 
months for stealing from a railway 
Station cloak room. It appeared that 
ho was a bad character, already un- 
favorably known to ono of tho .ludges, 
and in consequence tlie sentence was 
Increased from fifteen months in tho 
second division to nftccn inonths hard 
labor. It Is the moro desirable that 
such persons sliould bo sharply dealt 
Willi when there Is no real ground for 
suFpoctlng Injustice, us until their ap- 
peals h.avo been lieard they receive bet- 
ter treatment In prison. 

The Dally Mail says: — Onco more tho 
Labor party have proved themselves 
quite Irresponsible and Incapable of 
dealing with questions of high policy, 
They were evidently talking without 
clearly, understanding what their talk 
meant. The real fact is that Rus.sia, 
under the third Duma, Is making steady 
progress In the course of constltutlon.al 
refiirm. By no ono would any suspen- 
sion of tile friendly relations now exist- 
ing between tho two peoples be more 
deeply regretted than by the modornto 
Liberals in Russi.a. It is to them that 
tho true friends of reform have to look 
in tho future, for the events of tho past 
four years havo shown that there Is no 
hope In Uio party of violent revolution.

It was announced by General Lake, 
inspector-Beneral of tho Canadian mi- 
litia forces, In addressing tho Fifth 
regiment last evening at tho drill hall 
that both the six. 'Inch and twelve 
pound guns would vJds Installed for tho 
purpose of facilitating the training of 
tho garrison sections of tho corps. 
This was gratifying IntelUgenco to all 
Identlflod with tho corps and, doubt- 
less, were applauao while on parade 
not a serious breach of military dis- 
cipline and etiquette those present 
would have expressed their pleasuro 
uncertain manner. As it was, 
as soon as tho militia was dismissed 
and the non-commlssloned ofBcers and 
ra'ea were free to speak. It was learned 
that the consensus of opinion was that 
tho regimental troubles which recently 
culminated In the submission of tho 
resignations of all olllcors, was at an 
end'and that every member was will- 
ins to assist in maWnff.Vfthe corps 
strong numerically and from the stand- 
point of cfTlciency. 

AVhen tho regiment was taktn 
charge of by Col. Hall, the officer 
commanding, there faced him one of 
the largest attendances for many 
months, ■ Upwards of two hundred, all 
told, answered to their names, the 
number being fairly evenly divided 
between tho three companies. It was 
shortly .after this that General Lako 
accompanied by Col. Holmes, district 
olUcor commanding; Capt. Klllston, K. 
C. G. A., of tliG Work Point garrison 
and JIaJor Baton, the Inspector-gener- 
al's aide, stopped into the hall. His, 
appoaranco was signalized by tho gen- 
eral salute to which ho respondedL In 
tho customary .ihUitary. fashion, 
'.j'Then the corps ■ was . put^through 
series of Infantry manoeuvres by Col. 
Hall and Major Currie. In response to 
the former's orders a "march past" 
took place, each company saluting as 
it came In lino with position occupied 
by tho inspector general. Throughout 
tlie test tho regiment acted splendidly, 
Some of the most dithcuit Infantry 
movements, especially trying in view 
of tho lack of space, were carried 
through with creditable precision. The 
drill was brought ;to a conclusion when 
the regiment' was'.. marshalled In front 
of General Lake. 

No. 2 Highly Honored 
The latter called on Capt. Winsby 
of No. 2 company. Ho stated that ho 
liad been requested by Col. Hall to 
present tho governor-general's cup, for 
general efllcioncy which had been won 
by tho second section of tho regiment. 
lt^ fave him great pleasure to do so. 
Ho >, ishod to explain that the trophy 
had been captured in competition with 
all similar forces in the Dominion. 
That fact had to be understood in 
order to appreciate tho honor reflected 
on Capt. "VVlnsby and his men. Hand 
tho cup to the" captain he conveyed 
to him his sincere congratulations 

immediately afterwards Capt. Wlns.- 
by was( singled out agaln.><: Oa.thls ocr 
caslon he was given the Turnbull 
shield, won by his company under 
similar, conditions. In making, the 
presentation General • Lalce n'sscrted 
that, though ho thought general elll- 
ciency was most desirable, ho was ot 
tho opinion that the shield was 
even more to bo coveted honor. Its 
possession meant that the company 
had obtained the higjiest percentage in 
target practice with big guns In com 
petition with '.the g^in teams of tho 
Dominion. It. was - all right, he re- 
marked, to be efBcIent, but that didn't 
count for much if the men of a com 
pany weren't able to hit what they 
aimed at. So It was his pleasure to 
emphasize the congratulations he had 
already . eiEpressed. ^ -Ji • 

' ," Gunrier^Hibben •Honored./' 
Gunner T. N. Hibbon was requested 
to step to the front on tho retirement 
of Capt. Wlnsby. General Lake an- 
nounced that he had been asked to 
present the gunner with the long ser- 
vice medal. Ho thought it was un- 
necessary for him to explain that this 
was the gift of His Majesty the King, 
bestowed through tlie Canadian gov- 
ernment, In recognition of constant 
and faithful service. To receive it was 
a high distinction. Many were of tho 
opinion that tho militia got as much 
out of the country as It gave. Tlioso 
who belonged to It, however, realized 
that. this w^s. not .,80. but, that, on the 
other hand, the able bodied citizens 
who hesitated or fefused to assist In 
tho protection of their land were In 
tho debt of the comparative few who 
had demonstrated their willingness to 
train themselves in order that they 
might, in the event of an emergency, 
be i)repared for defense. He had no 
sympathy for those who, by their ac- 
tions, expressed the opinion that their 
homos, their race, and their country, 
were unworthy tho saorillce of the 
tinio and effort required for the ob- 
taining of military proficiency.

CANNOT PREVENT CITY 
GIVING OUTSIDE SDPPi 

City Within Its Rights in Fiim- 
ishing Water to Users 
Outside Limits 



That tho water commissioner is act- 
ing uulle within his rights when, un- 
der the sanction of tho city council, 
.be.has .Buppliod^resldents ot outlying 
'sectionjslbsyohaitKeToity limits, with a 
supply of water from the city water- 
worlts, and that tho contention oC 
Messrs. McPhlllipB and Heisterman 
that unless the city ceases so auppiy- 
Ing outsiders they will take legal ac- 
tion to compel It to do so, is not legally 
possible, was the advice given tho 
council lust evening by the city soli- 
citors, Tho communication of Jlcssr.s. 
McPhilllp.s and ..Heistorman, whlcli 
was read at a recent meeting of the 
counolL.was .referred, to the:.olty soll- 
cltors'^for rdpdirtcvvhlle: the, water com- 
missioner was also-aslced to reptfrt on 
tho present situation so far as the 
supply to outside sections la coiv- 
oorned. 

Solicitor's Opinion. 
' -Th'e communication of tho city .so- 
licitors' a copy of which together with 
a copy of "Waaler Commissioner Kay- 
mur's report will be forwarded to 
Messrs. McPhilllps and Heisterman, 
was aa foUow.s; 

June n, 190S, 
Gentlemen, — Wo havo the honor to 
report upon the contents ot the letter 
addressed by Jlessrs. Mcrhillips and 
Heisterman to the council tilleging a 
non- supply of water, our reply being 
direct'ed to tho legal status of tiiu 
council, leaving tho water commis- 
sioner to deal separately with the 
complaint generally. 

We note that on seven different 00,- 
caslons Messrs. McPhllUpa and ITels- 
terman allege In their letter that there 
la .I duty oast by statute upon the 
corporation to supply a sufl'lclont 
qirantity of pure and wliolesoinc water 
for tlie n.se of tlio inhabitant--) of tho 
city ot Victoria, the breach of which 
'duty lays the city open to procooil- 
Inga. Notwithstanding tho repetition 
of the statement wo must with dofor- 
enca express a contrary opinion. 

Whore the water supply is oper- 
ated by a company for gain, legisla- 
tures usually insert an enacting sec- 
tion, making it a legal duty to suppKv, 
a broach of which duty warrants pro- 
ceedings. A municipal corporation is 
not put under such statutory liability. 
The duty of the water commissioner 
as defined by section 4 is to examine, 
consider and decide as to supply "by 
the means contemplated by the act," 
which moans Include the taking of all 
waters from within a radius ot 20 
miles and do not Include the supply 
of water for "irrigation" purposo.i. 
Action Will Not Lie. 
INtcssrs. McPhilllps and Heisterman 
express an opinion tliat proceedings at 
law will lie to compel tho corporation 
to desist from the supplying. Of ..water 
outside tlio corporate llnaltpj:) :jThis'vad- 
vice is given In the faco' of section 27 
of the act of 187S, which reads 'as fol- 
lows: 

The water ' commissioner, sub- 
ject as aforesaid .. (meaning.: ■vylth : ap- 
proval ^aridi,VcflWscn*ioffi;iithQ.'*{'Councll), 
shall hav^jpower' and ' "authority tu 
supply .any corporation, person, or 
persons with water, although not be- 
ing resident within tlie city of Vic- 
toria, and may exercise all other 
powers necessary to tho carrying out 
of their agreements with such corpor- 
ations or persons as well within the 
districts of Victoria, Lake, Saanlch, or 
other districts, as within the city of 
■Victoria; and he may also, from, time 
to time, make and carry oyt any 
agreement;- WbltSji -hoi may . deem ex- 
pedient, for 'the supply of water 'to 
any railway or manufactory; provided 
that no power or authority shall br 
exercised under this clause yivlthout 
tho consent and approbation of the 
corporation of the city of Victoria." 

We understand that supply outsid*'' 
the municipal limits hag been mado 
witli tlio sanction of tlie council, and 
in our opinion tho prooeedlng.s, aimed 
at compelling the council not to grant 
future supplies, or. to discontlnu'e the 
present supplies outside' the corporate 
limits, will fall, 

Has Moral Obligation. 
A further point i.s made that at any 
rate proceedings will Ilo to compel the 
council to cease supplying outside the 
corporate limits unless it Is proved 
the Inhabitants of the city arc suffi- 
ciently supplied. "We do not think this 
contention tenable.' "Whilst 'we h»ve 
left th'e complaint In Its general out- 
line to bo dealt with by thn avjUp'- 
commissioner, we think wo should 
suggest to the council the giving of an 
assurance to Me.H.srs. .McPhilllps and 
Helsterman's client, wlio we presume 
Is a ratcp.iyer of tlie city that tho 
council recognize a moral duty to sa- 
tisfy the vnbllo need for a supply of 
water ond are, aided by tho ijost pro 
fosslonal advice, endeavoring to keep 
paco with tho rnpUily IncrcnslMg 
growth of tho city and coiLsenuont de- 
mand for water. It might approprl.- 
ately furthermore bo pointed out tlm» 
the., corporation, in the exerclso of 
local governmont authority derived 
from the provineini legislature, aro 
entitled to tho assLst-inco of the gov- 
ernment in supplying the Urgent do- 
mnnd for sufficient water as the mo.st 
Important necessity ot existence. Tlio 
dut,v to supply may quite as well, 
therefore, bo charged agrainst the 
legislative body. It would appear ne- 
cossar.v to Inform ?,Ir.^sr.s. IvrcPhllllps 
and I-Ielstornian that tho efforts of tho 
corporation to obtain assistance from 
that body have not hitherto met with 
much' success. 

We sugge.^t that a copy of JTosstv. 
McPhilllps and Holstorman's letter 
and of this reply bo sent to the Oak 
Bay inunlclpnlity, as tlioy will bo af- 
foctfid by the apparently contem- 
plated proceedings.

""One hundred and eighty thousand 
men are going about in Great Britain 
todiiy wearing upon tho lapel of thelr 
coata a small red button. On It are 
the letters "S. T. P. A." and should 
a friend invite them to take a drink 
between breakfast and lunch,, or .be- 
fore or after their evening meal, these 
bearers of- the badge, will turn tho lit- 
tle red button round and show upon 
the back of It the neatly printed 
words, "No Drinks Between Meals." 

This little red button is the badge 
of tho raiiidlv growing Seml-Teetotal 
Pledge association, which has drawn 
whole-hearted approbation from the 
Bishop of London. -This society 
niei'tH tho evil of 'iilpiiin.i;,'" declared 
tlio hlBh'-ni. Ills \vor(ls, and the proofs 
of the remarkable extension of the as- 
sociation's worl:, are likely to give a 
tremendous impetus to the crusade 
agiiin.st drinks between meals. 

Tho pledge of the Semi-Teetotal 
Pledge association contains the sim- 
ple woi'ds! 

I solemnly underlako by God's help 
to abstain from all intoxicating drink, 
except at my midday and evening 
III en Is. 

The association has surprised its 
foiindora by Its lusty growth. Even 
its onthuslastic originator and secre- 
tary, the Rev. P. K. Webster, was as- 
tonished when, as the result of a let- 
ter to the newspapers last Christmas, 
he received immediately 110 applica- 
tions for membership. .During the, past 
year the t asisbelatlon has organized 
more than a hundred public meetings, 
and seven branches have .been opened 
in various iiarts of the . country; . and 
today 180,000 jieople are wearing the 
Utile red pledge badge. 

A groat deal lias been said about ^Mr. 
A.squlth's Old Age Pension scheme, 
which most people have ' taken for 
granted would relieve all old men and 
women In England from want. The 
London Daily Mall determined to find 
out just how far the amount of tho 
pension, live , shillings a week, would 
go. An old coiiplo ^,er(f,; .taken frpm 
tho workhouse,, provided \vlth .Mater- 
ials for housekeepin'g' and then given 
the same sum to live on as they 
would have had If the pension fund 
had been Inaugurated. .The following 
Is the story told by the aged house- 
keeper. Tlie husband received In ad- 
dition a pension of Ss !)d. 

'It is only just possible, oven .with 
the groatest economy, for two old peo- 
ple like ourselves to exist upon a week- 
ly Income of ISa 9d," declares ' the 
Uousowlf e, "To^ live; upon '6^' would be 
linpossible* /•AlthoUghVIf 4xdtolai^every^ 
possible economy, I cannot reduce' our 
food bill lower than 9s 4d a- week, and 
another 3s Gd goes every week to j^ay 
the rent of our tiny room. Thus I am 
left with only lid a woek-for odds and 
ends of housekeeping, and nothing at 
all to put by for our clothes and- other 
contingencies. 

"This Is how I have cut down our 
daily expenses upon food, and wo find 
we. cannot mana.ge to live upon leas; 
Breakfast — Bread and butter and 

tea 'Id 

Dinner — A piece of meat or fish, 

vegetables, and some bread.... Sd 
Tea — ^Bread and butter and- tea. . 4d 

Total Is 4d 

"Toil will see," she added, "that this 
urn allows nothing at all for suppor, 
a meal indeed w-hleh we cannot afford, 
and niy luisband onl.v has a pliie of to- 
bacco as a rare luxury. But," con- 
cluded the old housewife, "wo mean 
to kee|) on if we can. Anything Is bet- 
ter than the workhouse, where there Is 
nothing to live or lioue for." 

■Yesterday tho people of Quebec be- 
gan a three days' celebration to mark 
the two hundred and flftlcth annivers- 
ary of the arrival of Bishop Laval. 

Like most great men this first of 
Homan Catholic bishops. In Canada had 
ardent friends and bitter enemies. 

He -was not only a zealous church- 
man but a man of strong and Imperious 
WlU. His long residence In Canada 
enabled him to exorcise great Influence 
over tho future of the Infant colony. 
So long as men are divided in their 
religions there will bo a ditferencc of 
opinion as to the wisdom of some of 
tlio a.et.s of tho great prelate and the 
elfoot wliich Ijava! has had upon the 
national life of Canada.

Ho saw 
that the brandy with which the fur- 
Iracler.s supplied tho rod men in order 
to get them the more readily to part 
with thoir fura, would not only ruin 
individuals, but destroy tho whole race. 
Hn worked with the greatest energy to 
prevent the sale. He was opposed by 
tho Intendant Talon and by all the fur- 
traders. He was, nevertheless, tho 
foiinilor of the iiolicy which Canada has 
ndojited In dealing with the Indians In 
tho. matter of the liquor traffic. Un- 
fortunately too many of tlic traders 
even oC llie present day. In dealing with 
tho Indians, arc actuated by tho saiiio 
spirit of selfish dlsri'garil for the good 
of others as were those who. In tlio 
leiig, long ago, as.'-enibled at Lachlne or 
iMojitreal, lo meet the flotillas of can- 
oi!s Which brought down the result of 
the winter's liumlng.

Tho 'tuestlon uf eflicieni; and sultablo 
(lonicstlc service is one which seenia as 
far from solutloji as (^ver, both In 'Vic- 
toria and elsewhere. While, In almost 
every other Held of hi.bor, tho sui5i)ly 
is c-iiual to or greater thiui tin.' deni,-uid, 
II10 -^vonian who wants elllclent liel]) in 
her hoir.o lia.'i citlier to jiay a liigiu-r 
pvir'e for it than iK-r means allow or 
to do v.'ithout it. Tills was recognized 
hy ll-.e Indic:: who, on 3''rlrlny afternoon, 
apoko on the subject of Home-making 
and ot Immigration of Home Helpers 
bctoro the Provincial Conference of tho 
Women's Council. 

Mrs. .Fltaglbbon, In her address, pro- 
posed as a remedy for the present state 
of affairs that Chinamen should he ad- 
mitted Into tho country for domestic 
service and agricultural labor only, 
They should be compelled to pay a 
license, which would bo of ,a loss sum 
than the. poll tax, but If they were 
found engaging in any other sort 0/ 
labor they should pay the fuH poll lax. 
This, ond not' tho ndmlgi»lon qf unrns- 



trlcted Oriental labor, was what Mr*. 
Pltzglbbon advocated. She bellevos t'nat 
this country requires on the farms and 
in the homes a class of rough labor 
which a cooUe class can best supply. 

Whether wisely or unwisely tho ma- 
jority of tho people of British Columbia 
are, at present, opposed to this solution 
of the dllflculty. We, as a people, are 
rather disposed to look for our future 
servants to the class of girls' who, in 
our schools, learn to perform skllftiUy 
and intelligently the duties of the home. 
It, by means of education In' domestic 
science, girls learn to look upon even 
the roughest and most disagreeable of 
household tasks as useful and lionor- 
ablo employments, one ot the chief ob- 
jections to domestic service would dis- 
appear. After all, this drudgery forms 
only a part of household work. 

That many mistresses are in need or 
an education in the way their domestic 
servants should be treated cannot be 
dei.led. Tlicre Is no reason, In tho na- 
ture of things, why a girl In a house 
should have loiiijcr hours than one who 
works In a , biscuit factory and tho 
work should not be more difiicult or 
disagreeable. Certainly tho mistress 
should not be less courteous .or consider- 
ate than, the foreman of a tnanufactur- 
ing eatablishn\eht. 

Every one 'who has ever tried to do 
the 'work of a household knov/s that it 
makes demand^'on'tba,tlme of the w ife 
and mother that, leave her very little 
leisure lo attehd to .other than the 
))hyslcal wants' "of the members of her 
household. That for any housekeeper 
who desires to live a life of even a 
moderate degree of culture and refine- 
ment, a helper of some kind Is neces- 
sary, almost all will agree. It is eauul- 
ly certain that the jirescnt rate of 
wages ])Uts domestic lielp beyond the 
reach of the great majority of mothers 
whose husbands have large families to 
support. WHietlier this is only a passing 
phase of our civilization or not, timo 
will tell.

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GARDENING ANb LANQLIAGES 

How English'' Girl8""'Combi'rie'.thd^Two 

Gardening as a hobby takes a much 
more Important place nowadays than 
was ever foretold for It long ago, wlien 
girls were too afraid of sunstroke and 
"megrims" to venture far beyond tlie 
'shade of the lawn on a. hot summer's 
morning, and plcklns flowers and..wat- 
erlng absorbbd ■air'^:thelr;- hbrticulturel 
enthusiasm. The- woman -iivhb owns a 
■garden is, howeye'r,'; a - specialist , in 
tliese days, even If 'She considers her- 
self an amateur, and whether she em- 
ploys a staff of gardeners or simply 
depends on the ministrations of a bi- 
weekly jobber she is no longer slmpl.v 
a theorist, but is able to fight out tlie 
battle on its own ground, which so 
often rages round differences of opin- 
ion in ])ractlcal matters between mis- 
tres.s and m.'in. 

Gardening lore Is the last matter to 
be ])lcked up by desultory reading and 
by devoting odd half-hours to spade- 
work. In tlio kitchen garden or ex- 
periments in tho greenhouse, and many 
a girl nowadays considers her garden- 
ing cou'r8e"a8 important a part of her 
education as music, painting, or for- 
eign languages. To link the study of 
outdoor work and languages together, 
as has been done in establishing a 
horticultural college In Switzerland, is, 
however, a feat In educational circles 
which Is a ilistinct novelty. Swiss air 
is iHuinulitedl.v conducive to exertion, 
enabling "foot-pound.-i" of energy to be 
easily converted Into the furrows of 
sun-baked soil which are to yield their 
harvest of green vegetables, of fruit, 
sweet pens, rose bowers, and flower 
borders. The first college of gardening 
for -women which. has been established 
out of Erigland is Ideally situated un- 
der the shadow— 30 to speak — of tho 
snow-capped mountains and grassy 
Alpine slopes, which create the fresh, 
invigorating breezes blowing with 
such freshness down tho mountain 
mor.alnes and glaciers even in the 
height of the Vng summer. To Imagine 
a finishing school under more ideal 
conditions Is Impossible. At an age 
when few girls have done growing, 
but have yet .a year before they .are to 
make their debuts and when the ordin- 
ary school curriculum Is a little re- 
laxed, there Is nothing liije an oi-j^-n- 
air life as ii jirejiaration for a busy 
exl.ctence In the future. A Swiss town, 
besides, with Its unlver.ilty and otlior 
excellent educational advaiit.ages, 
makes courses of study an esisy in;it- 
ter for those who are noltln.'r taking 
up .gardening for a professional rea- 
son nor are 'ordered to pursue an. out- 
door life In the Interests of health. 

Garden work In tho winter months 
is, of course, much curtailed, and "pre- 
broakfast battles with unjvlelding 
frost-caked mould and stubborn gi-een- 
Iionse furnaci's are waived In favor 
of later hours and less stromtous 
manual labor, \vhlle more theoretical 
knowledge is gained during that jior- 
tlon of the ye.ar when the snow and 
Ice lie thick upon the ground. Amongst 
tlie courses of lectures which each 
.iludont meets during the wliob; course 
of training those rointliig to fruit, 
vegeta.ble and fiou'cr culture, horticul- 
tural science, and botany take a pro- 
minent place, whilst the science ot 
poultrjr management,.

AGITATES CHANGE IN 
FOOTBALL LEAGUES 



Vancouver Officials Want the 
Championslilp Contest In- 
ternational in Scope 



The formation of a Pacific Coast 
association football league Is what Is 
advocated by Con Jonea, president of 
the Vancouver district association, 
who' was. in ;VIotoria yesterday., Mr. 
Jones slated that, though it might bo 
considered rather early to commence 
talking of the prospects for the 
forthcoming season, he did not bcllevo 
that an agitation which had for its 
purpose the benefitting of any par- 
ticular line of sport could be started 
too soon. Those who were support- 
ing the project ho had in mind -vero 
one in tho opinion that It was nec'j 
sary that something along such .a '.ino 
should bo carried out If It wa'\i hop-^d 
that "soccer" football would ever ob- 
tain the' hold on tho people of tiie 
Pacific coast that it had in -the Old 
Country. 

And, Mr, Jones continued, the 
scheme was not out of tire way. It 
simply proposed to organ i-/ie an open 
competition — a league established on 
much the same basis as the lirltlsh 
Columbia Amateur Laer'osse associa- 
tion. The opinion was that there 
would bo no diftlculty In obtaining the 
support of clubs of Viincouver, Se- 
attle, Nanaimo, Ladysnilth and Vic- 
toria. With these three organizations 
directly Interested a series of home 
and homo games might be arranged 
tor tho championship of the Pa.;illc 
northwest, in every one pf which the 
publio,.'Wouldf taltej a healthy; Interest.; 

Mr. Joties did not believe In the 
somewhat conservative sy.stcm in 
vogue at the present time. Ho argued 
that It tended to Sectionalism to 
permit the Island teams to decide be- 
tween themselves the question of 
supremacy and the mainland organi- 
zations to do tho samo on tho other 
side of the gulf, the two acimowledged 
champions being brought together in 
a final at the end of the season. That 
was. In his opinion, a wrong notion. 
It didn't have tho effect of stimulat- 
ing Interest in '. the pastime. It was 
a well l<hown fa,ot. that the, people of 
any city or district' wbtildhtt tiirni out 
to a match between tvirb local teams 
as they would to a contest '.n. which 
one of the participants w.-^s fron? an 
outside point. That being tim case 
It was a correct assumption to say 
that football in British Columbia 
wasn't as well supported or as 
popular as, It would be If the compet- 
ing orgnnlzatloiis were brought to- 
gether nt Intervals In their different 
home cities. That was what wixs in- 
tended by the proposed new Pacific 
coast league. 

Mr. Jones also stated that the 
changing, of the ba^ls;of managiBment 
woiild- open ■.th'eileagli'o'■to^teom■s■ from 
points outside'' British' Columbia. 
What was the use ho asked of being 
so exclusive. He thought that If Se- 
attle or Tacoma or Portland could 
produce a "soccer" eleven strong 
enough to cope with those of the 
province with somo hope of success 
there was no sense in Ivoeping them 
out. "I'm In favor of making it in- 
ternational In its scope," said Mr. 
Jones, "and tho same Is the opinion 
of practically all Vancouver sports- 
men." Ho afllrmed that the only 
condition he would Impose would bo 
that the teams entering should be 
able to put up at least a fairly good 
game against tho best In the league. 
"At any rate" he concluded, "give 
them all an opportunity to maice a 
running for tho pennant if they have 
tho pluck to try."

Meanwhile tho steam- 
er Santa Clara, bought at San Fran- 
cisco recently by J. E. Pharo and fit- 
ted up as a salvage vessel is bciing 
outfitted and made ready to proceed 
north to salve tho Saj-atoga -while 
favorable weather continues.

A food for which solenco haa been 
unable to ilnd a substitute, an abso- 
lute necessity, milk, hais, liowever, 
snnio Vfefy unfortimato characteristics. 
It Is very hard to keep fresh. Is diffi- 
cult to handle and Is very susceptible 
to disease germ impregnation. So true 
Is the latter fact that it has been 
asserted by health authorities In largo 
American cities that from 10 to 30 
per cent, of the Infant mortality is 
duo to Impure mlllc. 

The solution of the sanitary pro- 
blems apiiear to a great extent to be 
found in the KliigIo-scr\'ice bottle — 
that is, a Ijottle in which milk is 
(lellvorod oiico, and which is then 
destroyed. When those bottles arc 
properly made, of paper, the business 
diflicultlos disappear. It Is somewhat 
strange, In view of the length o£ time 
paper packages for Ico cream, oysters 
and other aeml-Ilquid commodities 
have been in use, that It is only very 
recently that a practical paper bottle 
for milk has been placed upon tho 
market. Its appearance In Groat 
Britain and the United State.-! was al- 
most simultaneous, and In both coun- 
tries Its success was instantaneous, 
the factories not beingf able to supply 
tho demand. — Technical World.

— Before the 
congregations at ^A'■oslcy church, Sun- 
day morning and evening, 0. W. Craig, 
treasurer, outlined tlie plans of the 
oliurcli for tho erection of a. new 
buikllng.

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MANITOBA CROPS 

IN GOOD CONDITION 



THe Goverhmeht*'Rfeport Gives 
-Facts kiid Figures— The 

. iiwiva-liabor: Problem 

Winnipeg.-; June • 22.^Manltoba is 
the first of tho threes prairie provinces 
to Issue Us spring crop report, atul 
the summary of conaitlona fully sus- 
tains the accuracy of the reports Is- 
sued by your correspondent and the 
different railway compfinies • durlnff 
the past few weeks. 

"The spring- opened early with fine 
weather," says the report, "wliich con- 
tinued throughout with sufficient 
moisture and the soil- is-, in a most 
favorable condltloii for seeding pur- 
poses." 'At present there Is enough 
: r fw'qlstiire stored " In the sbU'' to ' carry 
'Wthei>?crop for some time,, ■•which be- 
' ;' speaks- a full and plenty harvest this 
year; in fact, it Is many years since 
we have had so bright prospects as 
tliat of the present season to date, re- 
ports from all districts being most 
satisfactory." Certainly never before 
ha.s the Manitoba agricultural depart- 
ment been able to issue so generally 
optimistic a report, and though it Is 
BtUl a long time to harvest, present 
conditions fully justify the attitude." 
: In. regard to, the area under crop the 
Increase In' acreage seeded to wheat 
falls below early estimates, and the 
total increased acreage under cultiva- 
tion Is also less than anticipated. Of 
the principal cereals 2,S50,G40 acres 
Wore seeded to wheat, an Increase of 
61.927 acres; oats, 1,21G,632 acres, in- 
crease of 3,036 acres; and barley (158,- 
C12 acres Increase of S,S71 acres. The 
total cultivated area In Manitoba Is 
4,57S,G30 acres, being an Increase of 
143,813 acres over last year, ll.-ix, rye 
and grasses as well as roots, all show- 
ing considerable Increases. Present 
prospects point to nothing less than 
a total wheat crop for the province 
of -■between ' fifty and ' sixty million 
bushels, ; with a • reniarkaby high pcr- 
Noentage -bf '.export goods. 
";v^&?iPno.;^O^^^^jt^ie. most interesting foa- 
- •tures "of the 'report shows that there Is 
a- quite remarkable increase of live- 
stock, Manitoba farmers going more 
■■ and more Into raising general purpose 
horses, beef cattle and dairying. This 
Is entirely as it should be, and Is par- 
ticularly noticeable in the older dis- 
tricts, where the land has been -crop- 
ped continuously for a cjuarter of a 
century. Although in a good year 
wheat Is undoubtedly the most profit- 
able;- as. lt,.-lg,.».the,i;. easiest crop the 
western Canaalaiti-farmer can raise. It 
Is uncertain- ah'd ' farmers are Inclin- 
ing more and more In settled dis- 
tricts to putting a sheet anchor out to 
windward in tho shape of stock rais- 
ing or dairying, and going In more and 
more for mixed farming, whero al- 
though the capital renulred Is largo 
and profits slower there Is a more 
solid and dependable foundation of 
success. This tendency Is also notice- 
able In the oldest settled districts of 
Saskatchewan, especially along the 
main line of the C. P. B. between 
Moosomln and Moose Jaw. 

In newer districts grain growing pure 
and simple is likely to continue -until 
.-such, time as fencing becomes more 
y,-!.general and markets devoiop ,-vYithiu 
"I'Teasbnable distance of production for 
:;lh"e various products of the mixed farm. 
The most . Important, movement' at pres- 
ent is perhaps, rn;tKe7dli",eotlon of breed- 
ing heavy horses if or, farm work, pure- 
bred Clyde' strains being Just now the 
most popular. Pioneer work, however. 
In the wide .open stretclies of the prai- 
rie is being carried on more and. more 
by steam plowing, outfits andr-EUTecord 
of these must Indicate the 'progress 'go- 
ing on. 

; A rather sensational feature of the 
report Is that dealing with help, which 
states that -n'hlle there are 18,862 farm 
hands in Manitoba, tho total required 
la 24,642, and while there are 5,169 fe- 
male servants employed, 5,077 more are 
required. In view of the fact that in 
.Winnipeg several thousand men, able 
arid .for tho most part willing, arc out 
of work, these figures are startling 
and show a serious economic defect 
somewhere, either in the method of 
distribution or the class of immi- 
grants. The report says nothing of 
the .steady and unsatisfied demand for 
..farnier8':,.-wlves, which is a very real 
j-'thriigr/'itteouBh not exactly coming under 
^. depiartiniental.regulation. No doubt the 
,cfopv;fitUiV£lQt>'.]ast::season prevented 
•mBny,''ypunB.farrhers,-travellng cast for 
th'^-'vvlhtef "to- pick :6ut • a proper holj)- 
mate.-:- 

Assuming the figures for Manitoba 
^arm labor . requlrementjs ,aro not ex- 
aggerated; .th'er'e /.must - be ' also a-, con- 
■ Bldferable 'demand -Ih Saskatchewan and 
iAlbertaifvand .yet' hunareds of ^men- are 
reported ^ out- i.bf. i work In . one city In 
.this -prq-vihce^ialone. . It; ' Isv' ihereforc 
quite' possible that conditions on tho 
farms are not sufficiently attractive to 
enlist, for Ihstance, the artisan who 
finds himself out of --vorlc. Tiie chief 
objection to farm worit in the prairie 
West appears to be that while tlic sea- 
son Is so short hours of work are ncccs- 
earlly long, and that -\vlth tho conclu- 
sion of threshln.^r, work Is not extreme- 
ly difficult to obtain, but oven tlien at 
an only nominal wage for the winter 
months. These conditions will iinijrove 
aa the country goe.q more more into 
mixed farming, but at' the present time 
the country suffers from a fluctuating 
and uncertain labor mixrket, which is 
too much influenced by the ebb and 
flow of railway construction. It is 
worth bearing In mind tliat labor - Is 
plentiful enough in new districts being 
opened-.iip, for. there, homesteaders are

If malpractices are to bo put 
down tho suffering,,, underwriter must 
lend a hand. ■ lt{se^insii'tb,,. me; .that 
when the speculator's insurance comes 
forward, he, probably knowing that 
tho owner has already fully Insured 
should decline the supplementary line. 
The speculator will ply his artful 
game as long as underwriters alCord 
him facility by granting the p.p.I. 
clause. I therefore think that It lies 
mainly with Lloyd's and..the. compan- 
ies to dlscourago'hlm'lh'hls attempted 
deals. 

"But the evil Is spreading. Tho 
speculators, who have been content to 
conllno themselves to foreign steairi- 
ers, are now extending tliclr oper- 
ations and taking out what may be 
considered 'sporting' policies by Brit- 
ish steamers. This Ks a serious busi- 
ness for British owners for they stand 
to be asked, when negotiating their 
renewals, for the fancy prices ot pre- 
mium which the speculators t£ihk they 
see ' their way to pay. ,Our owners 
further stand to. have tholr property 
depreciated, and ihel'r'.owri good name 
blackened, by the suspicious attentions 
of tho exploiters — to saj' nothing of tho 
risk of their Insurance market being 
seriously narrowed. It seems to nio 
that an owner might have a good case 
for damages against a speculative as- 
sured, without a particle of interest, 
who thus prejudiced hini with his un- 
derwriters; ffnd it is to bo hoped that 
some British owner will test tho po- 
sition in the courts. I do not believe 
that the judges would give., the slight- 
est countenance to speculators,'' with- 
out Insurable Interest, who In their 
purely self-seeking operations, injure 
shipowner both commercially and 
morally. It ' Is just possible some of 
tho so-called speculators have 'Inter- 
est' (advances,'. etc.)';;Jbut*;th"eyi^houia. 
disclose It for the'-'satlsfactlon.- of 'all 
concerned.

The New Urbanity 

"Simplicity Is more an urban than a 
rustic quality In olir modern Immanlly," 
says the cilitor of >-Jlarper'a J.Iaga-.:lne. 
"It Is indeed tlio-,.not»lt;Ht- achlovemunt ot 
civlllz;itioM,. .associated with all that wo 
esteem the- finest fruits of human cul- 
ture — freedom iind In-.ndth of thought 
catholicity of sympathy, truth of art 
and life. 

"Tlds was perluipa not: quite so evi- 
dent a few generations ago, when It 
was the fashion to assume that the 
city must bo perennially redeemed from 
effondnacy and corruption by tho ac- 
cession of fresh blood from the coun- 
try. Wo should now unhesitatingly .say 
that the salvation of tho country has 
all along been tho accession of urban 
Inlluences. 

"A cycle must bo In good measure 
completed before it is clearly under- 
stood. Many ot our tlxcd maxim.'? per- 
taining to policies and economics are 
derived from ancient history, and have 
to be reversed for any application to 
our own time. Even In tho ancient and 
mediaeval world it Is clearly seen that 
tho history ot the city Is thut of clv- 
lllzntlon. Tho oldest cities are ruined 
or atagnanl.and we know the story of 
the causes of their decadence, but each. 
In dying, bequeathed some precious leg- 
acy to the, world. ; 

''The modern oityVbelongs to another 
order. It does not exist for the glory 
of an individual sovereign or of a cla.ss, 
or for the exploitation of all outlying 
luntianlly. It has not within Itself the 
socd.s of Inevitable decadence. It rises 
In fresh vlgor. wlth.-evcry- new genera- 
tion. Tho cdiiclrr looks , to' the city 
nnd to the university, which is a con- 
centration ot a city's highest values, for 
Its Inspiration and uplifting. 

"We no longer hear of tho nrtlflclal- 
lllea of urban lire, which during the 
last half-century seems to have under- 
gone the ' same transformatlf/n as our 
Ima.glnatlvn llterahire — the same dlve.-;- 
t\n-e of ROphlstlcatlon and unreality. 
The banalities anil frivolities of the 
val:i and enipty-lii'.-uied survive, nllke In 
town and country, only with more cp- 
pcn tunlty for their Konscli\ss dl.splay In 
urban onvlrormicnt, iierliaps to a great i^r 
exi^nt perhaps than they do In the gid- 
dier sort of lltri-aturo. which is more 
KcinsltlV(' to tlu' conti-mpt of the 
tlK)u.^:btrul; bn!, for tliorouglily plain 
men and wonu'n, -vvllhout pretence or 
disguise, who exemplify the true mod- 
ern Idea' of the simple life, wo look to 



tho urban rather than to. the provincial 
tvuo. ,. 

"All wo ask of tho last phase of that 
complex Boclal and • nuitorlal organiza- 
tion which It IB the oKIco of the modern 
city to- create arid promote. It that It bo 
doinocrivtlo.vr Sanfc.. arid, ■ In the. largest 
sonse, humanly helpful; and' the -gener- 
al resolution to make It and keep it 
that Is -oHsentlally a part of Ihls whole 
high and supremely modern transaction, 
the rnAln and moat slgnlllcant oonsidera- 
tion Ih that tho Immense leverage upon 
cironnistanco gained by this progress 
moans facility and opportunlty-^tho rc- 
lofisc of tho spirit for tho noblest uses 
and purposes of life." 

riorlda'a Orange Crop. 

Prior to theiiWlhtor,;Ofijl886-86 there 
had not been thrbugh6uf,-a'?perIod of 60 
years a temperature low enough to ma- 
terially Injure the fruit on the trc.'S 
In I''lorlda — nuich less a genuine 
"freeze." It was, says the N.'y. Com- 
mercial, tho proud boast of the people 
of tho State that . practically all Its 
area was "below tho^^frost'Sllno." Tho 
freeze of 1886, however, knocked tluit 
theory and boast Into a cocked liat 
and thorattor tho orange-growera liad 
to Ilgure on freezing temperatures as 
po.sslljle anywhere from early Deccmhcr 
imtU March. Still the Industry nour- 
ished phenomenally and was developed 
ruiddly and prolltably. 

In December, ISItl, tho niarketnblo 
crops of oranges nn the trees and fast 
rlijonlng -ivus set at more than seven 
jnllUon bo.xes, the allowance for homo 
consumption bringing tho crop up to 
an asgrognte of enlght or nine million 
boxes — and tho source of a royal rev- 
enue in cash. The freezo of that month 
wiped more than half of the crop out 
of existence; and In the follo-^vlng Feb- 
ruary its HuccesHor desticyed what was 
left of the fruit .and killed the tree 
trunks down to the roots. As It re- 
quirea from five to seven years to bring 
a now grove Into bearing and inas- 
much as the hazard of destrilotlon from 
freezes was tncreoslngly great, the or- 
ange Industry In Florida has never been 
rehabilitated. Others have taken Its 
place. .

AooldentB to Autos. 

According to official statistics there 
Wore on January 1, 190S, in the Ger- 
man Kmplrc, [16,022 motor voWclea, of 
wlilch 3-),2-H were passenger vehicles, 
anud 1,778 wer^ ; freight vehicles. This 
Is. dn increase 'of r about' 33-i per; cent, 
during the year 1907.' Of the passen- 
ger vehicles 30,573, or more than half, 
wero motor bicycles. Tho Increase was 
much larger, proportionally. In South 
Gormay than in North Germany, being 
but 17.2 per cent in Prussia as against 
84.8 per cent. In Bavaria, and 148.1 per 
cent in Hesse. In the city of Berlin 
tho Increase in tho number of motor 
vehicles for the year w.as only G, or 
0.2 per cent. During the O'car 5,QSC 
motor - vehicles passed the frontier lor 
temporary use for tourlijg purposes 
In the Kmpire. 

Statistics as to accidents due to mo- 
tor vehicles are given for the year, 
from October 1, 190C, to September 30,' 
1007, during which time there wero 
4,864 such accidents. In which 145 were 
killed, and 2,413 Injured. Tho figures 
for tho dead do not Include those who 
died after the accident as a result of 
their injuries, but only those killed on 
the spot. The proportion of accidents 
to the number of machines differs wide- 
ly. In tho Province of Brandenburg, 
In • which .is the city of Berlin, there 
are 5.275 motor vehloles, and during 
the year lthero were 2,554 accidents In-

' BUT LITTLE CHANGED

In discussing tho outlook for tho 
'■(W^almon Industry for tho coming sea- 
i^t'lfsoip ;,and the. results of last year's 
■''■'cTiuacks- along. th Pacific coast, tho San 
Francisco 'Commercial NewB says: 

Tho pack of mild and cured salmon 
on the Sacramento river was one- 
third less than In tho spring of I'JOT. 
Nothing was canned. On the Colum- 
bia river the pack .so far Is said to bo 
about 10 to 15 per cent of wliat U 
was during tho corresponding time in 
1907. On Pugot Sound and Fraser 
river there ha.s not been any run of 
sookeyos as yet, but tho run of spring 
(chlnooks) had been larger than in 
1907, but the bulk have been snarket- 
ed fresh, Avith some mild cured. How 
much, if any, have boon packed wo 
aro not advised. There haS; been good 
runs of springs on tho upper waters 
of British Columbia. No information, 
.•BO far as \vc are able to learn, ha.s 
'come to hand regarding the run or 
•pack in any of the waters of Alaska, 

■ but advices by telegraph from a mail 
connecting point in .-MasUa arc ex- 
pected from .some of tlio points in 
BriFtol Bay. Wltli receipt of tlie.^io 
advices a fair Idea can be formed .is 

■ to how the pack of Ala.-ka reds will 
run this year In comparison with for- 

'tmcr yeara.

. . Weakness 



New York, June 22.— The weakness 
of stocks today gave an, Imprecision 
of less ijassivenoss than the occasion- 
al drop with -Intervals of rjilly last 
week. There . was, only."! a, small o.k- 
panslon In the voll>ine oC dealings to 
account for this appiearahce;;-; ^ 

Tire active deslTe.»Uo\(vn to.;get put 
of holdings of one\ or two stocks was 
largely acoountablo for , the . changed 
tone ofv-.tha dealings. Rock Island 
securities were the' conspicuous ex- 
amples. In continuance of a sudden 
de'cline which commenced In the clos- 
ing dealings ,on Satiirday, and which 
had a consldcrab'le Influence In unset- 
tling tho tono. The rumora which cir- 
culated today In connection with the 
break in Rock Island seemed to be 
more In tho natuix; of aurnilses 
prompted by the movement ot tho 
stock than Informed opinions. The 
ntiovement gave rise of some fears of 
financial embarrassment facing the 
company or some, one of lis relative 
companies in the complicated serie-s 
of subsidiaries which dL-jtingulshes 
this enterprise. More than unco dur- 
ing the past few month.s it ha.s been 
reijorted that comprehensive re-orga- 
nlzatlon was In progress. Todays ru- 
mors hinted at a bond Issue, and. even 
at a receivership, but the rumors were 
discredited In oCtlclal quarters. 

Another supposition was ot heavy 
losses from "flood and damage to tho 
company's property but thl-s \v;is de- 
nied by officials of the company. The 
recent returns from Kurcpe of a capi- 
talist formerly prominent In these 
coinpanles, and tho leader of i)ast 
speculative movements of lnii)ortance, 
was the fact that 'on which were hung 
surmises of Initiation of bear move- 
ment on tho market by this Individual 
and his associates. The absence from 
Wall Street of many of these was a 
discrediting : fp.otor, for this assump- 
tion. 

The weakness of the Rock Island se- 
curities, however, had an undoubted 
sympathetic effect on the whole stock 
market. Tliore was nothing In the 
general nev."s to prompt selling of 
stocks. Tho accumulation of banking 
reserves is reaching a point where It 
seems to necessitate active measures 
to find employment for these great 
sums. Pai-is took gold from London 
today, and the unsati'sfled appetite of 
that centre and Berlin for this prec- 
ious metal constitutes the only rip- 
ple in the money market. Reports of 
placing of part of the new bond is- 
sue of the National railway of Mexi- 
co and Paris bankers were believed to 
explain the decline ln~ our foreign ex- 
change market. 

A further break In the Bock Isl- 
and collateral bonds and .another frac- 
tional shading in the ne>v Union Pa- 
cific bonds were features of. the bond 
market, which was heavy. Total sales 
par value, $2,536,000. United States 
bonds were unchapged on call.
